During  the  year  1878  the  number  of  persons  of  foreign  birth  who  en- 
igrated  to  the  United  States  was  168,207 ;  the  number  who  arrived  in  1877 
was  130,626 :  the  increase  in  1878  over  1877  was,  therefore,  22,681.    This 
increase  is  another  evidence  of  the  improvement  in  business  in  the 
United  States  in  1878.

HOBTIOULTDBAL  8TATI8TI08.  5ftS 

PAACHBS. 

The  peach  crop  of  1878  was  a  light  one  (1,476,159  bushels),  and  some- 
what generally  diffused  over  the  State.  The  crop  of  this  year  (1879) 
inrae  an  entire  failure  in  the  central  and  southern  parts  of  the  State, 
owing  to  the  extreme  cold  of  the  past  winter,  when  the  mercury  went 
as  low  as  20^  to  22^  below  zero,  causing  destruction  of  the  fruit  buds  and 
much  damage  to  the  trees.  In  the  northern  border  of  the  State  the  cold 
waB  not  so  severe,  and  the  buds  escaped  injury,  so  that  a  fair  crop  of 
frait  was  realized.  Having  two  good  crops  in  succsssion  in  this  section 
of  the  State,  and  but  few  failures  in  the  past  six  or  ten  years,  of  course 
there  is  a  disposition  to  plant  more  peach  trees  along  the  lake  shore,  and 
bat  few  elsewhere  in  the  State. 

PEARS. 

The  crops  of  pears  have  been  less  variable  than  those  of  apples  and 
peaches,  and  the  amount  is  of  course  less — that  of  1878  was  110,419 
bushels.  Failures  are  not  apt  to  occur  from  winter-killing  or  the  buds, 
but  the  trees  are  often  injured  by  cold  so  as  to  cause  them  to  die  of  blight 
the  next  summer.  There  is  also  the  so-called  ^'  fire-blight,"  which  kills 
many  pear  trees  and  discourages  planting,  so  that  there  has  been  no 
considerable  increase  of  this  fruit  in  the  State.  Much  of  the  crop  of 
this  season  was  lost  in  consequence  of  the  warm  autumn  causing  the 
late  varieties  to  ripen  too  early,  and  to  decay  before  they  could  be  mar- 
keted«  Many  of  the  winter  apples  were  also  lost,  or  had  to  be  sold  at 
low  prices,  owing  to  the  same  difficulty. 

.  CHERRIES. 

The  varieties  of  sweet  cherries  have  not  generally  done  well  for  some 
years  past,  owing  to  injury  to  the  trees  by  the  winters,  or  the  tendency 
of  the  fruit  to  rot  at  the  time  of  ripening ;  hence  these  are  but  little 
grown  for  the  markets.  The  Morello  or  sour  cherries  are  more  hardy 
and  reliable,  and  some  of  these,  as  the  Early  May  variety,  are  largely 
grown  in  southern  parts  of  the  State,  the  fruit  being  shipped  exten- 
sively. Some  planting  of  this  variety  has  also  been  done  of  late  in 
northern  localities,  both  for  market  and  home  use.  We  have  no  statis- 
tics of  cherries  or  plums. 

PLUMS 

Bl«e  Damsons  are  largely  grown  in  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnati,  also  on 
the  hilly  lands  in  Ross  county,  and  shipped  to  distant  markets.  The 
trees  are  very  hardy,  and  the  crops  reliable ;  but  the  finer  kinds  of 
plums,  such  as  the  Lombards  and  gages,  have  not  been  generally  sao-

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REVIEW  OF  CERTAIN  POINTS  IN  THE  GEOLOGY 

OF  EASTERN  OHIO.

[Prepared  for  the  Annnal  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  State.] 

The  pages  of  the  annual  statistical  reports  of  Ohio  have  been  thrown 
>pen  of  late  to  contributions  treating  of  various  phases  of  our  economical 
geology.  Availing  myself  of  this  medium,  I  propose  to  set  forth,  in  the 
present  paper,  a  brief  summary  of  a  portion  of  the  geological  history  of  the 
dastern  half  of  Ohio,  in  which  the  mineral  wealth  of  the  State  is  chiefly 
centered.  My  principal  object  will  be  to  trace  the  stratigraphical  order 
[>f  this  district ;  and,  in  the  second  place,  I  wish  to  note  some  of  the  con- 
nections between  the  geological  series  of  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ken- 
tucky. 

The  western  half  of  Ohio  consists,  for  the  most  part,  of  limestone 
strata  tliat  were  formed  in  the  seas  of  Lower  Silurian,  Upper  Silurian, 
and  Devonian  time.  The  aggregate  thickness  of  these  strata  is  not  less 
than  1,200  feet,  and  though  differences  exist  among  them  by  which  they 
can  be  readily  separated  into  five  chief  divisions,  there  is  still  no  reason 
to  believe  that  any  marked  change  occurred  in  the  character  of  the  seas 
during  the  protracted  periods  in  which  they  were  growing.  The  life 
which  these  seas  contained  was  slowly  changing  from  age  to  age,  and 
differences  are  indicated  in  the  several  strata  as  to  the  depth  of  the^ 
water  in  which  they  were  formed,  and  as  to  the  conditions  under  which 
the  sedimentary  matter  that  enters  into  them  was  supplied,  but  no  real 
physical  break  occurs  in  the  long  history. 

The  northern  extension  of  that  early  fold  of  the  continent  which  we 
call  the  Cincinnati  Axis  began  to  invade  Ohio  in  the  later  ages  of  Lower 
Silurian  time.  It  extended  itself  slowly  through  the  succeeding  periods, 
until  at  the  end  of  the  Upper  Silurian,  the  dry  land  of  Ohio  reached  as  far 
north  as  Champaign  county  and  as  far  east  as  the  Scioto  valley.  The 
Corniferous  limestone  was  deposited  in  the  sea  that  surrounded  this 
broad  and  low  axis.  No  more  genial  conditions  of  growth  are  shown  by 
any  stratum  of  the  Ohio  scale  than  those  which  this  Devonian  limestone 
attests,  but  with  it  the  great  limestones  of  the  State  come  to  an  end. 
The  change  from  the  calcareous  beds  of  this  series  to  the  next  formation 
ie  very  abrupt  and  very  marked. 
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The  Logan  group  in  Pennsylvania,  as  well  as  in  Ohio,  is  still  a  subject 
of  investigation ;  but  it  seems  likely  to  find  its  equivalent  in  the  Sbaroo 
shales  and  sandstones  of  Chance,  if  not  in  the  Sharon  oonglomerate. 
(Report  V,  page  224)/  The  Shenango  sandstone  and  shales  of  White 
hold  the  same  place.    They  contain,  with  the  usual  Waverly  timUSt 
many  coal  plants,  among  which  '*  huge  lepidodendra "  are  mentioned. 
(Report  V,  page  224).    The  occurrence  of  Ltpidodendran  Veliheimiamim, « 
sub-carboniferous  form,  in  this  rock,  is  also  noted.    (Report  Q  Q  Q, 
page  61 )    The  Sharon  sandstones  are  held  by  Carll  to  be  the  First  and 
Second  Mountain  sands  of  the  oil  regions,  the  lower  or  main  one  probably 
becoming  the  Garland  conglomerate  of  Venango  county. 

The  equivalences  established  or  highly  probable,  now  stated,  can  be 
shown  in  tabular  form : 
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already  settled.    The  section  that  I  copy  is  taken  from  Mr.  Chance's 
xeport  OQ  Northern  Butler  (Report  V.  pages  18&-7). 

Though  at  least  four  well  developed  and  largely  worked  seams  of  coal 
are  now  included  in  the  Conglomerate  group  of  PennsyWania,  I  believe 
thai  it  will  be  found  necessary  to  adopt  Professor  Newberry's  view,  and 
include  all  of  these  in  the  Lower  Productive  Coal  Measures.  Professor 
Lesley  already  intimates  that  such  a  change  will  be  found  necessary 
(Report  Q ,  p.  6)),  and  Mr.  Chance  seems  to  support  this  view  by  the 
title  which  he  gives  to  the  subjoined  section.  The  only  liberty  that  I 
have  taken  with  the  section  is  to  affix  numbers  to  the  several  elements, 
for  convenient  reference  in  the  comparison.  The  upper  portion  of  the 
series  is  much  b^^tter  shown  in  other  sections,  but  no  other  gives  as  good 
a  general  view  for  my  purposes.  I  have  placed  a  group  of  coals  and 
limestones  at  the  head  of  the  Ohio  column,  without  venturing  to  suggest 
their  exact  equivalents  in  the  Pennsylvania  scale,  but  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  Shawnee  limestone  of  the  Hocking  valley  will  prove  to 
be  the  extension  of  the  Freeport  limestone  of  the  latter  State.

Utah  made' none.  Only  twenty  States  therefore  made  pig  iron  in  1878. 
No  new  iron-making  territory  has  been  developed  daring  the  paet  few 
years,  except  the  Hocking  Valley,  in  Ohio. 

.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1874  a  systematic  attempt  was  made  for  the 
first  time  to  collect  the  statistics  of  stocks  of  unsold  pig  iron  in  the  hands 
of  makers  or  their  agents.  The  new  departure  was  so  well  received  that 
but  little  difficulty  has  since  been  experienced  in  annually  coUectini; 
these  statistics.  The  figures  for  that  year  and  for  the  years  that  have  in* 
tervened  are  given  below.  They  represent  only  unsold  stocks  at  the  cloBe 
of  each  year  in  the  hands  of  makers  or  their  agents,  and  do  not  embrace 
stocks  that  have  been  bought  on  speculation,  imported,  or  held  by  oon- 
sumers.    Tons  of  2,000  pounds  are  used.

The  production  of  all  kinds  of  rolled  iron  in  the  United  States  iD 
1878,. including  iron  rails,  was  l,55')/576  net  tons,  which  was  an  increase 
of  78,817  tons  over  the  production  of  1876.  Appended  is  a  table  which 
shows  the  production  of  iron  rails  and  of  all  other  forms  of  rolled  iitm 
since  1864.  By  the  term  rolled  iron  we  include  (1)  cut  nails  and  spikes^ 
(2)  bar,  angle,  bolt,  rod,  skelp,  and  hoop  iron ;  (3)  plate  and  sheet  iron^ 
and  (4)  all  sizes  of  iron  rails.  Bessemer  steel  rails  are  not  classed  among 
rolled  iron  products :

This  table  shows  that  the  production  of  iron  rails  reached  its  maxi- 
mum in  1872,  and  that  it  has  annually  declined  since  that  year,  the  de- 
cline in  1878,  as  compared  with  1877,  being,  however,  only  9,650  tons* 
It  further  shows  that  the  production  of  all  other  forms  of  rolled  iron 
reached  its  maximum  in  1878,  when  88,467  more  tons  were  produced 
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ban  in  1877,  and  156,318  more  tons  than  in  1873,  the  year  of  the  panic. 
The  production  of  all  rolled  iron,  exclusive  of  rails,  more  than  doubled 
rem  1868  to  1878.

The  production  of  bar,  angle,  bolt,  rod,  skelp,  and  hoop  iron  in  1878 
was  830.837  net  tons,  against  720,531  tons  in  1877,  668,956  tons  in  1:76, 
668,755  tons  in  1875,  687,650  tons  in  1874,  and  705,964  tons  in  1873. 

The  production  of  plate  and  sheet  iron  in  1»78,  not  including  nail 
plate,  was  182,012  ni^t  tons,  against  182,242  tons  in  1877,  165.255  tons  in 
1876,  192,769  tons  in  1875,  176,888  tons  in  1874,  and  169,169  tons  in  1873. 


PRODUCTION  OP  ALL  KINDS  OF  8TBEL   IN    1878. 

The  production  of  crucible  steel  in  the  United  States  in  1878  was 
42,906  net  tons,  against  40,430  tons  in  1877.  The  production  of  blister 
and  puddled  steel,  and  of  steel  made  by  various  minor  **  patented"  pro- 
oesses,  was  8,556  tons  in  1878,  against  11,924  tons  in  1877.  The  produc- 
tion of  open-hearth  steel  in  1S78,  was  36,126  tons,  against  25,031  tons  in 

1877. 

Open-hearth  steel  was  manufactured  in  eleven  establishments  in  1S78» 
which  were  located  in  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and  Tennessee.  The  increased  produc- 
tion in  1878  over  1877  was  11,0^5  tons.  Several  open-hearth  works 
which  were  idle  in  1878,  and  several  new  works  which  are  now  being 
erected,  will  greatly  increase  the  production  of  1879  over  that  of  1878. 
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Bteel ;  1876, 16,840  tons,  of  which  2,308  tons  were  Bessemer  steel ;  1876, 
13,086  tons,  of  which  3,563  tons  were  Bessemer  steel ;  1877,  7,016  tons,  of 
which  1,269  tons  were  Bessemer  steel.

Included  in  the  above  statistics  of  iron  rails  are  a  few  tons  of  crucible 
steel  rails  and  steel-headed  rails.  The  production  of  these  rails  has  been 
steadily  decreasing  in  late  years.  No  crucible  rails  have  been  made 
since  1874,  and  but  few  tons  in  that  or  in  any  preceding  year.  The  pro- 
duction of  both  the  classes  of  rails  mentioned  was  as  follows  in  1873  and 
1874 :  1873,  26,377  net  tons;  1874, 17,181  tons.  The  production  of  steel- 
headed  rails  in  the  last  four  years  has  been  as  follows:  1875,  19,436 
tons;  1876, 12,791  tons;  1877,  5,844  tons;  1878,  2,288  tons. 

The  following  table  shows  the  production  in  net  tons  of  rails  of  all 
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kinds  in  the  United  States  from  1873  to  1878,  clssBified  by  Btatea, 
together  with  the  percentage  made  Id  each  State  in  187S:

The  quantity  of  pig  iron,  epiegeleisen,  and  ferro-manganese  converted 
into  ateel  by  the  Bessemer  process,  in  the  United  States,  in  ISTS,  was 
739,765  net  tons,  against  562,22"  ton?  in  1877.  Of  spiegeieisen  and  ferro- 
manganese,  alone,  there  were  used  P!,466  tons,  against  4S,2'29  tons  in 
1877,  4D,9;0  tone  in  1876,  and  33,245  tons  in  1876.  The  number  of  net 
tons  of  Beseemer  steel  ingots  produced  in  1878  was  732,226,  against  5C0,- 
587  tons  in  1877.  .  The  number  of  net  tons  of  Bessemer  steel  rails  pro- 
duced in  1878  was  550,398,  against  432,109  tons  in  1877.  In  addition  to 
the  rails  produced,  there  were  sold  or  worked  up  by  the  Bessemer  works 
into  other  forms  73,370  net  tons  of  ingote.  There  were  ten  Bessemer 
steel  works  in  operation  in  1878,  the  only  remaining  works,  the  Vulcan, 
at  St.  Louis,  being  idle.  The  works  which  were  in  operation  used  only 
twenty  converters.  Down  to  the  close  of  1878  this  country  had  pfo- 
duced  a  total  of  2,145, 5dj  net  tons  of  Bessemer  steel  rails.

A  table  showing  the  details  of  oui  imports  of  iron  and  steel  in  recent 
years  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that 
we  imported  in  1878  more  pig  iron,  castings,  and  bar  iron,  and  more  cut- 
lery and  firearms,  than  in  1877, and  less  of  all  other  forms  of  iron  and 
steel.  No  iron  rails  were  imported  in  either  1877  or  1878,  but  in  1876  we 
imported  287  net  tons.  Of  steel  rails  we  imported  85  net  tons  in  1877 
and  10  tons  in  1878 ;  in  1876  none  were  imported.  Our  imports  of  pig 
iron  in  1877  and  1878  consisted  mainly  of  spiegeleisen.
